SLAVERY. 
VIEWS OF THE REV. ALBERT BaRnes. 

{The distinguished writer and expositor, Ar- 
bert Barnes, who also ranks among the first of 
Atmerican preachers, has recorded his testimony, 
with Drs, Beecher, Wayland, Sharp, Lynde, and 
many other eminent men in the American minis- 
try, against the institution of slavery. The senti- 
ments of the following paragraphs from his pen

Latest From Mexico.—The schooner Fanny 
arrived at New Orleans on the 19th inst., from 
Vera Cruz, with advices ten days juter than be- 
fore Merico has sor declared war
